3. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 8, 1 1, 12, 14, 15, 17, 18, 19, 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Chang et al (US Pat 6122144). Chang et al shows a magnetic head 
assembly for use in a disk drive in figures 1-3, 14, 25 and 26 that has: a write head with 
ferromagnetic first pole piece 216 with a yoke portion and a pole tip portion 306; second pole 
piece layer 220 with a yoke portion that connects at the back gap portion with the yoke of the 
first pole piece 216 and a pole tip portion 246 forming a portion of the ABS; a write gap layer 
222 located between the pole tip portions 246/306; an insulation stack 208/210/212 for coils 206; 
the pole tip portion 306 of the first pole piece having non-overlapping first and second 
components wherein the first component forms a portion of the ABS (the tapered structure 
defined by reference numerals 306/308/3 10) and a second component recessed from the ABS 
(the narrowed, reduced cross section portion defined by reference numerals 328/330 in figure 26) 
wherein the second component (reduced cross section portion) has a width which is less than the 
width of the first component and is entirely within a region which is recessed from the ABS. A 
third component (the portion shown near reference numeral 216 in figure 26) is connected to the 
first component through the second component wherein the width of the third component is 
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greater than the width of the second component; and a read sensor 226 (Figure 14) with shields 
234/232 and read gaps 228/230. 

4. Claims 3, 6 3 9, 10, 13, 16 are allowable over the art of record. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
